Claims 26-28 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered 
by the provisions of Rule 67.1(iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be 
formulated with respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of these 
claims (Article 34(4)(a)(i) PCT). 

point V: 

The present application claims compounds for the treatment and prophylaxis of 
herpes viral infections. The core structure of said compounds is a pyrazoiopyri- 
midine or pyrazolotriazine heterocycle which is substituted at the positions 2, 3 
and 7 and may carry further substituents at C-5 and C-6. The C-2 substituent is an 
aryl radical, a heterocyclic group or a heteroaryl group and the C-3 substituent is a 
pyridine or pyrimidine moiety. 

The documents cited in the Search Report do not relate to pyrazolopyrimidines or 
pyrazolotriazines, let alone that these references disclose or even make obvious 
the specific substitution pattern of the compounds claimed; novelty and inventive 
step are acknowledged (Art.33(2) (3) PCT). 

For the sake of completeness it is mentioned that the term 'physiologically 
functional derivative 1 which appears at the end of Claim 1 is unclear and should be 
deleted upon entry into the nat./reg. phase (Art.6 PCT). 

For the assessment of the present claims 26-28 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formuiation of the claims. The EPO, 
for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for first use in luedical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment. 
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
